DX & Computer Horizons 


March 2008

The VP6DX Ducie Island DXpedition was 
the big DX news from February. With well over 
120,000 QSOs and still going as | type this, they 
have put on an excellent and efficiently run 
operation. Their online log search Web page 
graphically rewards trying to fill in all the boxes for 
every band/mode, and lists the DXers with the 
highest totals. Many hams have taken up the 
challenge, working them on up to 20 different band/ 
modes. 


February also saw a flurry of DX activity from 
Kosovo, which declared its independence from 
Serbia on Sunday, February 17. There were 
several YU8 stations on the bands, including an 
operation by Martti OH2BH and Daily DX editor 
Bernie W3UR. The ARRL DXCC desk answered a 
number of questions about whether the operations 
counted as a new DXCC entity by noting that under 
the DXCC Rules, Kosovo will be added to the 
DXCC list if it becomes a member of the UN, or if it 
receives a prefix bloc from the ITU. See hitp:// 
www.arrl.org/news/stories/2008/02/20/102/?nc=1. 
Neither event has happened yet, so for DXCC 
purposes Kosovo still counts as Serbia for DXCC. 
With all the political turmoil and violence which has 
occurred in the wake of Kosovo’s independence, 
let’s hope and pray for the safety of all the people 
of that region as well as all the visiting DXers. 


March will start off with a bang for DXers, with the 
ARRL DX Phone Contest the first weekend, March 
1-2. DX will fill the bands. Get on the air and have 
some fun. Now here’s some other planned DX 
operations during March. 


CLIPPERTON, FOO. The TX5C DXpedition to 
Clipperton plans to be QRV from March 7 to 17.

RWANDA, 9X. The 9XO0R DXpedition from Rwanda 
is scheduled March 16 to 27. For more details and 
updated information, go to www.9xO0r.com. The ten- 
man team plans to be active on all modes and on 
10m through 160m, with three stations on the air in 
different bands/modes. QSL via EASRM. 
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CRETE, SV9. Look for Willi SV9/DJ7RJ to operate 
from Crete from February 25 to March 15. He 
plans to be active on 160 to 10 meters, on both CW 
and SSB. QSL via home call. 


SOUTH AFRICA, ZS. John, G3LZQ, will sign ZS3/ 
G3LZQ from February 23 to March 15. John will 
operate CW on all bands, concentrating on 160 and 
80 meters. He plans to be active in the March 1-3 
ARRL DX contest. 


Kenya, 5Z. DL7DF Sigi plans to be on the air 
during his vacation to Kenya February 27-March 
11, signing 5Z4HW. QSL via DL7DF direct or 
bureau.
